starting this inquiry in my own mind, 
and inasmuch as it is a matter of 
public interest, I wish to lay it be 
fore the people of this or any other 
city where a like custom may pre- 
vail, to take it into consideration, and 
by proper action either abolish, what 
looks to me like a great wrong, or 
continue to submit to it, as they see 
proper. 


Government, ojlicials. 
great or 


small, national or local, are in 
this country at least—the servants 
of the people, by whom they are 
elected to the position they occupy, 
to attend to the affairs of the people 
either for salary or otherwise. 


To pay the incidental expenses of
